Mr. Falls asked that one sign identi¬ 
fying Forestway in Parkbelt and another 
stating that Woodlandway was "No Through 
street’ 1 be erected. This was favorably 
referred to Engineer Vincent and Direc¬ 
tor Mabee. 

Mr. Sanders asked the Council to con¬ 
sider the desirability and possibility 
of obtaining funds necessary for erectior 
of Community Recreation Center. This 
was considered shortly but then tabled 
pending receipt of furthor petitions 
from local organizations, which Mr* 
Sanders promised would be forthcoming. 

The design of the official town seal 
was then considered, the final selection 
being a combination of the two prize win- 
no rs, in the recent contest.

Mr. Mabee asked citizens to call his 
offico any time practices of this nature 
were observed. Ho said names of the 
wrongdoers would not.bo divulged nor 
would tho persons bo ill troated, but 
that the situation must be handled for 
the good of all* 

On recommendation of Mr* Mabeo tho 
Council appropriated ton dollars to ro- 
imburso Bladcnsburg Rescue Squad for the 
oxygen it used in attempting to rovivo 
tho youngster who recently drowned in 
our lake. 

Mr. Mabee roported that tho Health 
Association now has on hand two tanks of 
oxygen and that tho totvn expocts to have 
complete resuscicating equipment soon, 

Mr. Mabeo reported that excellent, 
well-trained horses for a mounted police 
patrol could be obtained from the army 
for $160, but that perhaps better buys 
could bo obtained elsewhere. Ho pointed 
out that the need for mounted police was 
great in Groenbelt,, since much of tho 
town's torritory could only be adequate¬ 
ly coverod by horses* . The picnic 
grounds and other outlying improvements 
need better policing than they have been 
getting, and that in the case.of-lost 
children, especially in wintor, a good 
horse might be of inestimable valuo. 

Mr. East and Mr. Morrison woro ap¬ 
pointed a committee to make arrangements 
for the forthcoming municipal election.

The irony of it all — 

That one of the most enthusiastic 
boosters who has contributed to the col¬ 
umns of the Cooperator should have been 
selocted by the metropolitan press as a 
spokesman of tho disgruntled ones in Green- 
bolt# 

It is a fact that Mrs. Liswell, who 
wrote tho opon letter to Mr, Braden, com¬ 
plaining of tho apartment regulations, is 
also tho writer of ’Howdy Folks', a co¬ 
lumn which appoars in thoso pages from time 
to. timo over the name M A Neighbor". 

Tho very enthusiasm, High spirits, and 
energy that is so evident in ,r Howdy Folks" 
inevitably lead to dynamic expressions 
of grievances also. 

More ironical than this howovor is the 
fact.that if we in Greenbelt are to become 
regimented it will be the work of tho very 
press that condemns Groonbelt as an exam¬ 
ple of regimentation. 

It has from tho beginning" been our con¬ 
viction that Greenbelt residents have 
more freedom, more privileges, and more 
downright, unmitigated opportunities for 
self-expression than those of most any 
othor community. We believe any sound 
reporting would disclose'that to be the 
case. 

However, for its purpos s tho metropo¬ 
litan press has seen fit to select and dis¬ 
tort its reports of Greenbelt so as to 
misload the national public into tho im- 
prossion that we are domineered by a pa¬ 
ternalistic, undemocratic, and e\ r en unpo¬ 
pular management. 

It has played up and magnified items in 
tho Cooporator that could in any way bo 
used to discredit tho administration; it 
has dono nothing to report the almost un¬ 
animous civic enthusiasm of Greenbelt ci¬ 
tizens, of which evory issue of the Co- 
operator carrios evidence. 

The Cooperator and all civic forums, 
should serve as a sounding board of pub¬ 
lic opinion. Individuals should be able 
to express their ideas upon community pol- 
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icy to their follows, in order to feel 
then out and obtain reacts ric, and c r ' as 
to formulate, finally, the public decis¬ 
ions which should guide any adni.nistra¬ 
ti on in a dcm.ocrc.tic government. 

If this public participation in policy 
formation is destroyed, if citizens become 
passive, accepting whatever is offered 
thorn in the my of government without pos¬ 
itive contributions of their otvn, then 
there exists regimentisn, no matter how 
benevolent or wise the rules. 

And this is what will happen if we 
don*t take care. Soon we will be afraid 
to say in public a word of criticism of 
our management, not because the management 
does not welcome it, but bccauso it will 
be used by the press to help knife the 
projoct which means so much to us and to 
the welfare of the whole country. Wo may 
cone to express only approval and there¬ 
fore be unable to serve the community as 
far as deciding policies goes. 

We must not give up our right to speak 
out our convictions,- even though we also 
must not overlook the potency of the ene¬ 
mies of, our community. The answer is, 
though, not to become passive in our civic 
life, but to become more active than ever; 
more active in our thinking, so that our 
oxpressod thoughts arc more than the mere 
letting off of steam, but arc instead care 
fully conceived contributions to community 
policy; and more activo in community liv¬ 
ing so that we will have done all we 
could to make undeniable the succoss of ? 
Grccnbclt, • •- • 

But,- we must be able, occasionally, to 
lot off steam. 

And, we must not be so afraid of making 
mistakes or of being nis-reported, that 7/0 
fail to take any worthwhile actions.

W. R. POOLE LEAVES GkEENBELT 
FOR BETTER JOB IN GEORGIA

Grconblot lost one of its pioneers 
last Saturday when William Randolph 
Poole bade good-bye to this fair com¬ 
munity, Bill moved here October 29, 

1937 when the population consisted of 
45 families. 

Those wero the days, in Grccnbclt*s 
history, when you could look out at 
night and soo just a few lights here 
and thorc. Each succeeding night a 
few more additional lights could bo - •• 
located. At that time there woro no 
street lamps and, when the moon didn*t 
shine, tliis certainly was a dark place. 

Immediately upn arriving Bill Poole 
became associa ted with me and others 
in tho promotion of a weekly community 
newspaper. To the older rcsidonts, 
this story has been told many times. 

To the newer ones, it might not 
be so interesting because they had no 
part in it. 

At any rate, tho first mooting was 
held N ovenber 11, 1937 and the 15 per¬ 
sons attending dccidod to fora the 
Grccnbclt Journalistic Club and to pub- 
-lish a weekly mimeographed paper, 

Louis Bessemer was elected President 
of the club and Poole became Vice Pres¬ 
ident, 

The GroenbeIt Cooperator thus came 
into existence and the first issue was 
published about two weeks later with 
the officers of tho club serving in 
their respective capacities on the 
papor. President Bessemer was Editor, 
Vice President Poole was Assistant 
Editor, and sc on dewn the line, 

Poole labor served as Editor, and 
then as Associate Editor when W, R, 
Volckhauscn was elevated to the editor¬ 
ship in the latter part of February. 

In the Spring ho resigned this position 
to become active on the Cooperative 
Organiz ing Committee (popularly known 
as the C.O.C.), a c mmittcc set up by 
the Grccnbclt Citizens* Association to 
prepare for the taking over of . 

Grccnbclt*s cooperatives by the citizen¬ 
ry. Biil was selected as chairman of 
the Food Store Sub-comnittcc for the 
C.O.C.

chiefly of aspirin.
